ABSTRACT 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To provide a call arrived notification system where 
the vibration pattern of a vibration can be set. 
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SOLUTION: The system is provided with a radio section 1 that receives 
information from a network, an LCD 5 that displays various pieces of 
information such as the arrival of call, a vibrator 7 that notifies the 
arrival of a call through vibration, a control circuit 4 that controls the 
operation and has the function of setting the vibration pattern of the 
vibration 7 , and a memory 3 that stores the vibration pattern data set by 
the setting function of the control circuit 4.
